N E W-Y'°O R K. 
Monpvay, March 1, 1790. 
Meffage was received from the Prefident of 
the United States, with the bill providing 
for the enumeration of the inhabitants of the Unit- 
ed States, to which he has fixed his fignatare. 

The bill for fecuring io Francis Bailey the ex- 
clufive right of his invention in Typography, was 
read the fecond time, and ordered to be engrofled 
for a third reading to-morrow. 

In conimittee of the whole, on the report of the 
Secretary of the Treafury—theaflumption of the 
flate debts under confideration: Mr, Madifon 
withdrew the amendment which he laf offered— 
The vote on the firft which he propofed paffed in 


. the affirmative. 


Fle them propofed a modification of the refolution 
affuming the ftate debts, which involved a previous 
liquidation of them ;—this occafionéd a debate 
which !afted till 3 0’clock—and the committee rofe 
without deciding upon it. 

: Tusspay, March 2. 

A report from the Secretary of the Treafury, 
relative to the appropriation of money neceflary 
for the prefent year, was read and referred to the 
committee appointed to bring in a bill for that 
purpote, 

On motion of Mr. White, it was refolved that 
the Secretary of the Treafury be requefted to far- 
nifh his plan of the intended refources to pay the 
intereft on the ftate debts. 

The Houfe went again into committee on the 
report of the Secretary of the Treafury, relative 
to a provifion for the fupport of the public-credit. 

Mr. Benfon in the chair. 

A motion was made and carried toaimend Mr. 
Madifon’s motion, by inferting after the words, 
** The amount of the debts a€tually paid,’’—the 
foilowing words, ** as well principal as intereft,” 
this was agreed to, 

The queltion was then taken on the motion as 
amended, and negatived, 





Weponersvay, March 3 

The committee to whom was referred the bill 
refpecting crimes and punifhments, reported— 
which report was read, and ordered io lie on the 
table. 

On motion, the*petition of Abraham Skinner 
was read a fecord time, and referred to Mefirs, 
Lawrance, Smith of Maryland and Heifter. 

Mr. Carrol introduced a refolution to the follow. 
ing effet—Refelved, That the committee of the 
whole Houfe be difcharged from the prefent confi- 
deration of that part of the Secretary’s report, 
which relates to the aflumption of the ttate debts: 
which was negatived by aconfiderable majority. 

The Hoafe refolved itfelf into a committee of 
the whole, on the bill to eftablifh azn uniform mode 
of naturalization, and after fome time {pent there- 
on, the committee rofe, and reporied. 

It was moved, that the above bill lie over for 
further confideration;—which motion was nega- 
tived.—It was ordered, that the faid bill be en- 
groffed a third :eading te-merrow. 

Mr. Wad{woth, fromthe committce to. whom 
was referred the report of the commiffioners, lately 
appointed to treat with the Creek Indian, report- 


ed, After which the galicries were cleared. 


Tuursvay, March 4. 

Several petitions were read, after which the 
Houfe went into a committee of the whole, on the 
bill for fecuring copy-right and the exclufive pri- 
vilege of ufeful intentions. , 

Several amendments were propofed & agreed to. 

A report of the Secretary of the Treafury was 
read, ref{pecting ways and means for paying the 
ftate debts, in cale they thoald be affumed. 

[This report was made in confequence of Mr. 
White’s motion fome days fince. We are forry 
we cannot obtain all the particulars at prefent: 
{uffice it to mention, that fome of the ways and 
means propoied are—an additional duty of 10 per 
cent. on foreign bottoms, “an excife or ftamp duty 
on law proceedings, and 6d. per bufhel additional 
duty upon fale. ‘Uhefe, with an additional duty 
on {pirits, make up a fuppofed revenue of one mili- 
on and between forty and fifty thoufand dollars. ] 


Fripay, March 5 

Incommittee of the whole on the bill for the 
remifion, or mitagation of* fines, penalties and 
forfeitures in certain cafes—the bil! was read, 
and having made one amendmént, the committee 
rofe, and reported the fame to the Houfe, who 
ordered the bill to be engroffed for a third reading. 

In committee of the whole on the bill to pro- 
mote the progrefs of the uféful arts—Sundry a- 
mendments were made in this bill, which were 
reported to the Honfe, thefe amendments, with 
feveral others were agreed to, and incorporated 
in the bill, which was ordered to be engroffed for 
a third reading on Monday next. 

A meflage from the Senate informing that they 
have paffed an aét to accept of the ceflion of cer- 
tain lands inthe Weftern Territory, made by the 
ftate of North-Carolina—Alfo, that they have 
paffed arefolve, for giving further inftructions to 
the colleflors of impoft in thé United States, ia 
which they requeft the concurrence of the Houfe. 

The bill to provide for the remiffion, or miti- 
gation of fines, forfeitures and penalties, was 
brought in, engrofled, read the third time, and 
ordered to lie on the table. 

The report of the committee on the letter from 
the commiffioners on accounts, re{pecting the fa- 
laries of the Clerks in their office was read—A 
motion for recommitting this report, and inftruct- 
ing the committee to bring in a bill purfuant there- 
to, occafioned confiderable debate refpecting the 
difference between a refolve and a law—the mo- 
tion for recommitting pafled in the aflirmative— 
the fubje&t of the fouth weltern fronticrs being 
moved for—the galleries were fhut. 

Adjourned until Monday next.

{elves in raifing plentiful crops, and by thefe means 
fave us from the jaws of famine.”’ 

We learn a gang of thieves, confifting of men 
and women, were taken up in Monmouth, New- 
Jerfey, and are now in-the gaol of that county, 
to take their trials the preient fefion, Their 
practice was to travel in a covered waggon, from 
whence they occafionally detached thieving par- 
ties. They had robbed feveral falling mills; and 
goods to the amount of fix or feven hundred pounds 
were difcovered in their pofleffion, which have 
fince been tlaimed by their refpective owners. The 
fair pilferers, it is faid, are very. penitent, and 
promife in cafe theyare forgiven this time, nof to 
do the like again.
